TICKS TAKE TOLL. 


D uring the past ten years a great 
deal has been said about “Tick E radi­ 
cation.” At first it was thought prac­ 
tical only to eradicate the ticks be­ 
ginning on the northern 
edge 
and 
working south. 
Due to this fact, the m ajority of in­ 
land counties, like Brazos, have taken 
It for granted th at nothing w as prac­ 
tical for them to do until all counties 
to the north had eradicated the tick. 
Some peoDle have attem pted to con­ 
trol the tick and Rave been partially 
successful. 
The invariable result is th at when 
tick control is practiced rath er than 
“tick eradication” calves grow up into 
cows w ithout having carried ticks or 
having had inoculation of any sort. 
It is generally understood th a t all 
native cattle m ust either he Inoculated 
or else carry ticks when calves in or­ 
der to become more or less immuno 
to tick fever. 
“Im m unity” however, 
is an im proper term because cattle 
th at have carried ticks at one tim e 
and then freed entirely from ticks, 
may/ lose 
their 
im m unity 
and be 
stricken w ith tick fever w hen re-in- 
fested. 
Because of this condition, and the 
fact th a t farm ers in Inland counties 
have taken it for granted th ere w as ! 
nothing th a t could he done until all j 
counties north of them had eradicated : 
the tick, they have accepted the oc­ 
casional losses as simply a p art of the 
business. 
D uring the last two years there has 
perhaps been a g reater loss of cattle, 
more especially fine cattle, through- 
out Texas than ever before from tick 
fever. 
D uring last sum m er practical­ 
ly every stock m an having any large 
num ber of cattle in Brazos County. ; 
lost one or more head from tick fever. I 
Several of the dairies near Bryan who 
kept fine registered Jersey cattle, lost 
from two to five head. 
A g reat m any people who keep a 
fine milch cow in town, raising the 
heifer calves in the lot In tow n until 
they are large enough to go to pas- j 
ture, lose th eir calves from tick fever 
within ten days after they are placed 
In the pasture w here ticks get on 
them. 
During the past week one Je r­ 
sey breeder n ar town lost his best 
milch cow. 
A nother 
business 
m an 
who recently moved to Bryan from 
Panola County, lost a $150 registered 
Jersey cow th is week, and a num ber 
of others have been reported. 
The veterinary departm ent of the 
College receives a great m any calls 
to visit cows sick w ith Texas fever, 
and in m ost cases it is too late to do 
anything for a 
m ature 
cow th at is 
stricken w ith the fever. 
In the m ean­ 
time, a great many breeders of fine 
cattle in Texas, 
are 
skipping each 
w inter, fine stock from the northern 
states to College Station for inocula­ 
tion against tick fever, and using 
these anim als for the general Im prove­ 
m ent of Texas stock. 
The im portance of the question of 
"tick eradication” never seem s quite 
so g reat 
until 
local 
or in dividual 
losses are called to mind. 
A num ber 
of dipping vats are being placed lr , 
Brazos County already and some farm 
ers have started to eradicate the tick 
absolutely on their farm s. W here this 
is done, of course it becomes im pera­ 
tive th a t calves be inoculated while 
young to minim ize the danger of re- 
infestation by being 
placed in pas­ 
tures w here other cattle get in. 
Enthusiasm for "tick eradication" 
on a large scale is grow ing every 
where. 
The S tate of M ississippi has 
passed a law which will require the 
absolute eradication cf ticks withe I 
18 m onths. 
Some people have criti­ 
cised this as a radical m eans. 
How­ 
ever it looks more reasonable when 
we realize th at ticks cost enough less 
each year, not only from cattie dy­ 
ing. but from the decrease in milk and 
beef production, to pay for reso lu te 
eradication of the tick. 
It Is possible to eradicate 
every 
ti k in T exas v.'thin 12 m onths. 
It 
is not probable th it this will be done, 
but th ere Is np reason why we should 
endure the tlek for a long period of 
years, and every one should begin to 
Inform him self on the subject, and 
look forw ard to the tim e when Texas 
shall be entirely free from this very 
costly pest.

werp, the num ber of Belgian refugees 
in Holland 
has- declined 
to about 
65,000 today, according to official in­ 
formation 
given to 
the 
Associated 
Press. The rest of the terror-stricken 
throngs which poured over the Dutch 
frontier have returned to their hom es 
in Belgium, or gone to England or 
France and, to some sm all extent, to 
America. 
Numerous Belgians are still arriv ­ 
ing from over the border, driven out 
by the hard conditions of existence 
there, but this accession is apparent­ 
ly counter-balanced by tl^e outflow/ 
from Holland 
In 
various directions. 
Of the 
65,000 
still 
enjoying Dutch 
hospitality, 15,000 are now accommo-** 
dated in the four refugee camps a* 
Ede, 
Nunspeet. 
Gouda 
and 
Uden, 
while the 
rem ainder 
are scattered 
among private families. 
A part from several million dollars 
provided by voluntary donations, the 
country's hospitality had up to the 
end of last year cost the Dutch gov­ 
ernm ent some $5,000,000, while a sum 
of $2,000,000 has been voted for the 
current year th at will, unless peace 
arrives meantim e, have to be raised 
to probably $2,000,000. 
The Belgian 
governm ent’s offer of reinforcem ent 
was generously declined. 
Any needy Belgians are free to en­ 
ter the refugee villages, or lf private 
fam ilies care to keep them, and th ere 
is no objection on the part of the local 
authorities, the burgom aster is em­ 
powered to allow 14 American cents 
a dey per adult tow ards their m ain­ 
tenance and 8 cents per child, while 
the silent sufferers belonging to the 


better classes, so-called “pauvres hon- 
teux," of whom there are som ething 


under 2,000, receive 28 cents a day 


per person 
through 
a special com­ 
m ittee. 


Excellent arrangem ents have been 
made in the m atter of education. Un­ 


der the direction of a Dutch Belgian 
Commission, as many as 48 prim ary 
schools have been established, with 
4500 scholars, in w'hich instruction is 
given by certified Belgian teachers. 
Secondary schools have also been set 
up at The 
Hague, 
Amsterdam and 
Middleburg, while an “atheneum " es­ 
tablished 
a t 
Flushing num bers 125 
pupils. 
There are. in addition, tech­ 
nical 
schools 
destined for both in* 
torned Belgian soldiers and refugee*. 
G rants are made to these various in­ 
stitutions by the Dutch and Belgian 
governm ents. 
The entire work of relief prom ises 
to be 
lasting honor to Holland and 
its traditional hospitality.
